Training  and  Experience. 

Education:    After  graduation  from  High  School  (Humanist! sches 

Gymnasium)  at  Frankfurt  a/Main  in  March  1902  I  studied 
Law  and  Economics  at  the  Universities  of  Freiburg(1902i) 
Munich  (1902-03),  Berlin  (1903-04) , and  Marburg( 1904-059 
I. obtained  the  degree  of  L.L.D. (Doctor  Juris)  from 
the  University  of  Marburg.  I  passed  the  first  State 
examination  (Referendarexamen)  and  thereupon  was 
appointed  as  Referendar  several  courts  the  office  of 
the  District  Attorney.  In  1906  I  took  a  leave  of 
absence  in  order  to  work  with  the  Stock  Brockerage 
firm  M.  Kayser  &  Co.  at  Paris.  In  1910  I  passed  the 
final  State  examination  (Assessorexamen) ,  which 
qualifies  for  an  appointment  as  Judge  as  well  as 
admission  to  the  bar. 

Professional  experience: 

Two  days  after  passing  the  final  State  examination 
I  was  offered  a  position  with  the  Department  of 
Justice  (  Justizmlnisterium)  at  Berlin  because  of 
marks  far  above  average  in  both  State  examinations 
and  a  week  later  the  District  Attorney  (Oberstaats- 
anwalt)of  Frankfurt  asked  me  to  Join  his  Staff. 
I  declined  both  offers, because  I  had  an  academic 
career  in  mind.  From  July  1910  to  December  31,1911 
I served  as  Judge  with  the  District  Coufct(Amtsgerlcht) 
at  Frankfurt  and  on  January  1,191211  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court  (Oberlandesgericht) 
at  Frankfurt. 


From  this  day  on  to  September  30,  1935  I  practiced 
law  at  Frankfurt,  specializing  in  commercial  and 
corporation  law.  I  was  chairman  or  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  six  industrial  corporations. 


Academic  Career: 

In  January  1913  I  was  appointed  member  of  the  staff 
(Privatdozent)  of  the  Law  School  of  the  University 
of  Frankfurt.  On  March  1,  1918  the  title  "Professor" 
was  granted  to  me  by  the  State  Department  of  Education 
Education  (Unterrichtsmlnisterium)  and  on  August  31, 
1921  I  was  nominated  Associate  Professor  (Ausserordent- 
licher  Professor) .  I  taught  civil  and  commercial 
law,  including  corporation  and  insurance  law  at  the 
University  of  Frankfurt  from  1913-1933,  when  I  was 
dismissed  by  the  Nazi  administration.  During  most 
of  this  time  I  was  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners  and  of  several  University  Boards, dealing 
with  the  grant  of  academic  degree.  On  September  30,1935 
lief t  Frankfurt  and  moved  to  Basle  ( Switzerland) . 
A  few  weeks  later  I  received  a  call  from  the  Lithuanian 
State  University  at  Kaunas  professor  as  professor 
of  German  civil  and  commercial  law  which  at  this  time 
was  the  law  of  the  Memel  Territory  under  lithuanian 
sovereignity.  I  kept  this  position  as  a  full  professor 
untilithe  outbreak  of  the  war  (  1939) . 

American  experience: 

On  April  8,  1941  my  family  and  myself  immigrated  into 
the  U.  S.  Here  I  took  up  the  study  of  Accounting, 
Taxes  and  Finance  at  the  Graduate  School  of  Business 
Administration  of  the  New  York  Bniwersity  and  completed 
in  four  terms  and  one  summer  session  the  program 
outlined  for  me  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
Afterwards  I  have  been  employed  by  a  C.P.A.  firm 
and  an  export  flfcm.  In  19+5  I  started  practicing 
as  a  public  account  and  tax  counsel.  In  Summer  194-7 
I  received  a  call  from  Upsala  College,  East  Orange, N.J. 
where  I  -  as  an  assistant  professor  -  taught  for  one 
year  commercial  law  and  advanced  accounting.
